H a v a n a , Dec. 4, 1873. 
Ton have already had by telegraph the news of 
the excitem ent produced by the dcapatch from 
Oaatelar to the Captain General, ordering the sur­ 
render of the Virginias. Time and the telegraph, 
m ore or less, confined me to a mere outline of the 
extraordinary m anlfestations m ade on th at occ^a- 
alon. 80, to do justice to the subject, I m ust return 
to It for a little while. An unnatural calm rested 
vn the city during the greater part of last week, 
from the 24th of November to the 28th. Htrangcrs 
from America lauding here In the interval wore 
forcibly struck by the u tter absence of any appar­ 
e n t concern in the grave crisis that tlireatencd 
Cuba add absorbed the attention of 40,000,000 of 
people a few days’ sail rcmoveu from us. Here was 
the population m ost immediately m ierested in the 
Issue 01 peace or war. and It was natural to look to 
It lor the exhibition of 
SOME DEOREE OF EMOTION 
u nder the clrcam stauces. But there was none to 
be seen. True, there were plenty of uniformed 
» e n to be m et in the streets; but this has been 
the case ever since the breaking out of the Cuban 
insnrrectioii, five years ago. The m uzzling of the 
press and telegraph was mainly responsible for 
producing this alluring and treacherous calm. To 
all Intenta and purposes Havana took as little in- 
tt rest as Timbuctoo in the turm oil th at was agi­ 
tating the Chief cities ol America, and all concern­ 
ing the very tragedy for which this city was 
mainly accountable; for here resides the cbief 
pow er of the Island, the Casino, a law unto Itself 
a i times, and as arbitrary and high-handed an In- 
Biltntion as the old star Chamber of England or 
the Inquisition of Spain. A time, however, came, 
and that was last Friday night, when the news could 
no longer be kept stllL 
As well pretend by 
shutting their eyes th at there was no burrlcanc In 
the air, while trees, fences and chimney tops were 
rattlin g about their ears, as to Ignore the stern 
Bummons of America tor retribution to her In- I 
suited flag. It bnrst through 
' 
OKN8OKSHIFS OF TKLKURAPH AND PRESS, 
and It w ent whispering around till It matle itself 
painnuiy audible within the walls of the Casino and 
th e palace. It was the talk of the city on Satur­ 
day and It was the main m aterial ol discnsslon m 
the nieettngs of the volunteers on .Saturday night. 
Feeling against America ran very high; It was all 
w arlthroughout the nlaht and throughout the next 
day. The volunteere were prepared to lay down 
their lives, fortunes and sacred w hat-d’ye-call-lt 
for the insnlted flag of Spain and m defence of the 
joBticc of her position on this question.

B klfast, Not. 22, 1873. 
The great National Home Uule Coniereuce has 
been the groat and almost the only event of the 
week, IW reports have flUed the papers. Discus- 
sions as to Its alms and probable consequences 
have filled men’s minds. It began Its sittings on 
Tuesday. It continued its deliberations until Fri­ 
day; and, ITom first to last, it was busy, orderly 
and not without animation, though such excite­ 
ment as there was was subdued. I hare already 
noticed the preparauons for this notable meeUng. 
They were extensive, and have occupied the atten­ 
tion or the Home Rule Association for months past. 
The arrangements proved to bo very complete, and 
they were carried out with satisfactory smooth­ 
ness. 
The requisition for the conference was 
signed by upwards oi 24,ooo names. A portion of 
these have been published, and writers in the 
English papers have been giving analyses ol them 
to show that the reqnisitionwts. while compara­ 
tively tew in number, were, lor the most part, tn- 
bignlflcant people. 
C0MPÜS1TI0ÍI OP THE CONFEBBNCK. 
There were few, if any, gentry, it was said; bar­ 
risters, of whom there are computed to be a thou­ 
sand m Ireland, and who don’t, as a rule, object to 
Join any movement which might help their promo­ 
tion, were conspicuous by their absence, or, at 
least, by the scarcity of their signatures. There 
were many Roman Catholic clergymen, but lew 
ITotestants, lay or clerical; and the commercial 
class was but poorly represented—all this has 
been said, and at more than one meeting of the 
conference these remarks were noticed and con­ 
troverted. It was protested that the reqmsitlon 
had not been hawked about; thousands of signa­ 
tures might have been secured had they been 
asked. But the promoters of the conference had 
been careful to request the signatures generally of 
representative people, and the result was a very 
fairly representative list of names. 
We have 
already seen how Lord Portarlington refused to 
sign the requisition or take any part in the homo 
rule movement; how Mr. 
JONATHAN ST* 
also retased to support home rule, while admitting 
tnat grave grounds exUted for complaint of legis­ 
lative neglect; but Lord French, only a day or 
two before the meeting of conference, not oniy 
gave his signature, bnt cordially acquiesced in the 
movement. He was, however, from ill health, un­ 
able to take part in the conference deliberations. 
The conterence meetings were held in the splen­ 
did ronnd room of the rotonda—a really magnifi­ 
cent ball, well adapted lor snch 
A LARGE OELinERA TITB GATHERING. 
Great care had been bestowed in properly fitting 
up the place and in securing all the possible avail­ 
able room for those attending. The arrangements 
I am assured, were similar to those for the Volun­ 
teers’ Conference In 1783. The platform or stage 
had been removed, tbns affording accommodation 
lur a great many additional sittings. A low dais 
was set in the centre of where the stage had been, 
and on it was placed the President’s chair, beanti- 
lully embroidered. In front was the table lor the 
conference officials; near by were tables for the 
reporters of the press, who were very numerous. 
Ranging still further In front of the President’s 
chair were the scats r.-served f< 
liament and other leaders of tb 
behind these were the space 
delegates or representatives from the various dis­ 
tricts of Ireland. In the gallery were seated many 
ladles. The scene altogether was a remarkable 
one—atrlklng and Imposing in many 
respects. 
Ahe hour for commencing proceedings was eleven 
o’clock, but It was almost twelve beiore the 
business 
really 
began. 
The large 
ball was 
then well filled. There was the utmost order and 
the proceedings were listened to throughout with 
the deepest attention. It would be mtile for me 
to attempt any enumeration of names, but I may 
mention that about M members of Parliament 
took part in the deliberations. There were large 
numbers of Catholic clergymen in the assembly 
and a very good representation of the respectable 
looking farmer class.

The debate was a

confining members of Parliament too. It was too 
soeu yet to lay down a precise plan of parliamen­ 
tary action, aud it was unfair lo bind members so 
lightly down as tbe amendment wonid bind them, 
in tbe end the amendment was withdrawn, aad 
the motion unanimonsly passed. 
It now only remained to pass the resolutions or- 
gamzlng the Home Rule League. Those gave rise 
to no opposition. It was decided that It shuuid be 
called the Irish Home Rule League; that it should 
be based on the principles enunciated in tbe reso­ 
lutions of couierence; that a large special fund 
should be raised for promoUng the objects ot tbe 
league; that an appeal for assistance should be 
made to Irishmen in all parts of the world; that 
tbe special fund should be vested in trustees, who 
were named, and that the annual snbscrlption 
sbonld be £i.

December—aiimlssion ot members thereafter to be regu­ 
lated by the rule*. 
This resolntlon was seconded by The O’Gorman

mitted to take pai t In the conference. A commit­ 
tee of sixteen was appointed to draw np rules for 
the league, to report to a private meeting on tho 
2d of December. A sabscrfption was then opened, 
and some £3,000 were collected at the meeting— 
the chairman and Mr. Mitcheli-Henry heaulng the 
list with £300 each.

The con­ 
testants were Miles L. Johnson, of Yardville, N. J., 
and Moses Myers, of Belleville, N. J., the conditions 
being 50 birds each, 21 yards rise, 80 yards bound- 
h'‘7> IM oz. shot, U and T traps, and tbe amount 
at stake $500. 
This contest assnmed all the more 
importance Inasmuch as the principals were old 
opponents, and Myers had recently made such an 
excellent reputation for himself in the matter of 
this peculiar amusement. 
The attendance was fair and the day well adapted 
to produce creditable scores, as there was neither 
sun nor wind to interfere with the shooters. True 
it rained a little as tbe men first went to the traps, 
but it soon ceased, and an afternoon followed to 
please tho most exacting pigeon shot in the coun« 
try. Mr. A. Van Volkenburgh, of Newark, N. J., 
acted as Judge lor Myers, and Mr. Jesse Bmitti, of 
New York, filled a like position lor Johnson. Mr. 
John Ryan, of Englewood, N. J., discharged the 
duties of referee. Before the shooting Myers was 
the favorite $20 to $14, and, winning the toss, went 
first to the score.

try by revising the sjstem 01 tem porary loaus. 
Mr. Randall, (dem.) of Pa., proposed that 
Word “coin” should be substituted lor the word 
■money.” Me preferred the bUl reported by the 
committee to th at of his colleague (Mr. Kelley). 
Mr. W ood, (dem.) ot N. Y., also opposed Mr. Kel­ 
ley's substitute, aud intim ated that he could read­ 
ily uiideistaud why that geuUcinan w auted money 
tiikeu out 01 the Treasury. 
It was th at there 
might be an excuse for increasing the taxation. 
Mr. K e l l e y protested that he was as much op­ 
posed to an increase of taxation as the gentlem an 
irora New York, and would vote against it stioulder 
to shoulder with that gentlem an. 
Mr. W ood said Uiat tie could atfrlbnte the gen­ 
tlem an's proiiositlon to no other motive than the 
desire to take money out 01 the Treasury so that 
the people might bi* lurther taxed to replace It. He 
was ojiposed to that proposition and in lavor of 
conveniug the five per cents Into n perm aiieut 
obligation ol the governm ent as last as th at could 
be done. 
Mr. Beck, (dcni.) of Ky., favored the bill of the 
committee and opposed the substitute offered by 
Mr. Kelley. Ii tUe f2U,000,eO0 should be paid out of 
the Treasury that am ount would have to be raised 
by taxutiuu. He would not state tbat th at was 
the motive of the gentlem an irom Pcnnsvlvanio, 
but he wouid say that ail men who nought to im­ 
pose burdens on the people would be glad to have 
this money taken out ol the Treasnry. 
Mr. BrRciiABD, (rep.) ol HI., moved to amend the 
bill by prohttiitlng the payment of Intereat ( 


that interest which he wished to save would 
be nearly $100,000. 
He denied tbe assuinptioii of 
Mr. Kelley tbat the legal tender notes were 
not promises to pay In gold, and he sent to the 
Clerk’s desk and had read the decision of the Su­ 
preme Court th at a dollar m eant coin. 
Mr. Burchard’s am endm ent was rejected. 
Mr. D aw ks, in compUance w ith Mr. Randall's 
snggcstion, moved to aubsntute the word “coin” 
lor “money” In the bllL Adopted. 
Mr. ÜAKPIKLD, (rep.) of Ohio, moved as an am end­ 
m ent to Mr. Kelley’s substitute that in order to 
make np the deflcleney a doty of five cento a 
pound bo imposed upon tea and three cents on 
coffee, and said that a t this moment tbe expendi­ 
tures of tbe governm ent were beyond the reve­ 
nues. The revenues of the last m onth had fallen 
off BO as to make a deficit for the m onth Just closed 
of over $9,000,000. He was opposed to the substl- 
tuto, but If It were to be adopted he desired to 
have coupled w ith It the provision which he bad 
offered. 
Mr. KEtXET made the point of order tb at Mr. 
Garfield’s proposition was not germ ane to the sub- 
Btltiite, and the speaker so ruled. 
The substitute Itself was rejected, and the bill, 
as amended, was passed. 
MKPKAL OF THE SALARY BILL. 
The House then, at naif-past one o’clock, pro­ 
ceeded to the dfscnsslon ot the bill lor the repeal 
of the increase of salary law. 
Mr. cox, (dem.) of N. Y., spoke In favor of the 
repeal, but expressed his prelercnce for the bill as 
presented by the m inority of the oomiulitce. In the 
course ot his rem arks he said :—Some sinister Inier- 
enees are sought to be drawn iroin tne allegation 
th at 1 returned this money on the «0th 01 April, 
the day my predecessor died. Kven If this were 
true the tntercnce is false, as nntil my father’s

1 could only reraeinocr my duty 
to the dead. All such inferences are irom Ignorant 
or conceited malice.

Mr. I.aw rknce, (rep.) of Ohio, made a speech In 
lavor of tbe repeal, liecaiise it was demanded by 
thepeoiile, whose agents the raemliers or congress 
were. If Cougress failed to wipe out the law the 
omission would be visited with the rontloiious de- 
leat ol the rupiiblicau party, and ihat womd be a 
< aUmiiy lo winch ho , (Mr. Lawreucc) would not 
contribute. 
Mr. Wilson, (rep.) of Ind., asked him whether he 
(Hr. iatwreucej did not take $4,uoo back pay in 
1866. 
Mr. LAWBENf K (amid loud laughter all over the 
House) reuiifvi that he did take what every other 
iiieiiiber of that Congress took. He added that the 
Hd'iiry Ilxed by the act ol i860 bad not outraged the 
public iudgmeiit and the public conscience as the 
act of 1873 had dotii% and that that lact liirnlshed, 
peiTiaps, some n asou why the memhers of that 
congress had not returned the back iiay. 
Mr. Wilson irlod to get an opportunity to put 
some further questions to Mr. l.awretice, but the 
latter, amid much confusion and laughter, rctuued 
to yield lor the purpose. 
Mr. K ello gg, irop.) of Conn., asked Mr. Law­ 
rence whether the members ol the Thlrty-nlnih 
Cuiigre.ss had not taken double mileage lor them ­ 
selves and reduced it one-half as to luturo Cun- 
greases.

Mr. K en d a ll, (dem.) of Nev., opposed the re­ 
peal. 
While be bad the utm ost reaped lor tbe 
will of tne people, when fairly expressed, he made 
a clear disiiuciion between popular wiU aud popu­ 
lar clamor. He claimed to be able to show that

He WL8 nut here lo attem pt to ueiy the 
popular will, but he repeated that he drew a wide 
diBLlnetioii betweeu the popular will, lairly ex ­ 
pressed, and popular clamor, led by Uemagogues 
and by a con upi aud partisan press. 
Mr. Kkgley, (rep.) ol i a., made some rem arks 
in allusion to what be called the extrem e scn- 
hitlveuess of the gentlem an irom New York (Mr. 
Cox). 
He (Mr. Negiey) had seen lu the public 
papers that that gentleman had drawn his back 
pay and bad given it to bis lather and mother be­ 
cause they were orobans, uml that when the tele­ 
graph auuouncud that ull that was mortal of Jame 
Uruok.s would soon pass over the portals of time 
and cure he (Mr. Cox) had returned the money to 
the Treasury.

HOSFOED’S HAUL. 


H o w tM« C osteler o f the 
P in e S treet 
F ir m ain d e A w n y w it h I lls K m p lo y er'a

The defalcation by Hosford, the ex-presldcnt of 
tbe Croton Bank and cashier of tbe banking bouse of 
Augustus W, King, So. 32 Pme street, created quite 
a lively seusatioa on the “street ’ yesterday, wheu 
the report published exclusively in the H er a ld 
yesterday of the little unpleasantness was read by 
the bulls and tmars. To those who were personally 
aoqualntea with Hosford tne news was a terriule 
surprise, as, ju<lging from all reports, he was quite 
popular with everybody and was always consid­ 
ered to be reliable and trustw orthy in every re­ 
spect. Mr. King, his employer, was, of course, 
taken aback by the defalcation more than any one 
else, for his confidence In his oasbier was un­ 
bounded. Indeed, had It not been so, Uoslord 
would never have been able to commit inc crime 
be d id - a t least not in the way be chose to make it. 
^ src cB ssP U L o pe r a t io n 
for himself. There are but few new'faots in regard 
to the case, but what there is new about the m atter 
will prove of interesu 
It seems th at Hosford 
managed the affair very shrewdly, and calculated 
hlB chances of success and failure very nicely as to 
time, place and circumstance. The way he got the 
money he has run away w ith u as follows:—Mr. N. 
T. Beers, of No. 38 Broad street, deposited with 
Mr. Ring a checRtfor $e,uoo so as to be able to draw 
against it later In the day. This check was certi­ 
fied. Hosford, on receiving It, took It to the bank 
and deposited It to the credit of Mr. King. Another 
check 
for 
something 
over 
$2,60o, 
of

j.. 
Horton, 
be did 
the 
same 
with, and. 
It is said, several other small checks, certified, 
were also disposed ol In the same way. L ater on 
in tbe day he presented a blank check to Mr. King, 
which he requested him to sign, saying that It was 
lor a very small amount, needed to pay off a few 
small inaubteduessch iaeui red daring the day by 
the house. It was just here that Mr. King’s con­ 
fidence lu Hosford proved damaging, lor he signed 
the check without asking any question. Mr. Beers 
m the aiternoon, warning to use a portion ot the 
money he bad deposited his check lor with Mr. 
King’s house, sent his boy to the bank with Mr. 
King’s check, which be had taken in exchange 
lor 
Ills own. 
The boy 
w ent 
to the bank 
and was told that there was no m*>ney there to 
m eet the check. 
He told Mr. Beers this on 
returnine. and the latter bade him go and tell the 
King people lo hurry up their deposit. 
He alt-er- 
w ards went up lo Mr. King’s hituseli and told him 
w hat had occurred. Mr. King laughed at tbe Idea 
th a t m ere was no money to m eet the check, and 
stated that a deposit fiaa been m ade a short time 
beiore to meet tiie expected demand. In order to 
m ake assurance doubly sure he and Mr. Beers 
w ent to the bank. The teller told them wliat he 
had told Mr. Beers’ boy. “ Why i” exclaimed Mr. 
King, “ wasn’t a deposit made to-day ?” 
The 
answ er was that there had been, but ih a t a check 
lor $10,000 had been presented and honored. Tnls 
opened the eyes of the two brokers, and they w ent 
back to Mr. King’s office. A hurried exam ination 
showed that the am ount of the check Mr. King 
had signed 
at 
the request of Hosford was 
represented in the ledger by the sum of $10, just 
$19,990 less than the check bore when It was pre­ 
sented a t the bank. It appears th at Mr. Hosford

The Idea of a man deliberately running away 
w ith $10.000 of another m.in’8 money, and then 
coolly advisdig the oiuer to keep cojl lor a week, 
on the strength of a promise tnat it would be 
m ade all right, is certainly a new Idea In delalca- 
lloiis. Bnt the de.spatch did uot make cither Mr. 
King or Mr. Beers laugn In the least. Neither did 
thcv c.iy; but It made them at once think of the 
detectives, with tne hope tfiat the latter might be 
able 10 do something wiileh would prevent the 
defalcator irom gctuiig a full week’s start of 
them, wUlcn he evidently wauied, aceordtua to ms 
.despatch. 
The detectives are now working up the case, T. 
Golden and Sampson having the m atter In speciai 
charge. They were Inten.sely displeased yester­ 
day at the pubUcatlon of the 
report ui Hie 
defalcation in the 
H er a ld, alleging 
that it 
bad .injured their prospects of securing Hosford. 
The latter’s wife was called upon yesterday by a 
H er a l d reporter at tbe house lu Jersey where she 
and her ilaughrer are boarding, she stated that 
she received a despatch irom her husband on Mon­ 
day aiternoon statm g that he would not bo iiume 
for a week. As to where ne went or whore be is 
she of course knew nothing. 
Mr. King yesterday refused to give the reporters 
any infurination as to whether the defalcation 
amounted to a greater sum than th at already 
known; in lact, relused to speak about the case at 
all. Nor did be take the advice of Hosiord aud 
“keep cool.” On the contrary, he was so excited 
all day that when one of the detectives called to 
see him about certain m atters which m ight lead to 
a clew as to Hoslord’s whercaliouis, he was unable 
to secure an Interview, The excitem ent and con­ 
fusion that reigned in the otfice led many persona 
to believe that the delalcatlon was very much 
larger than It appears a t present. 


THE POOR A!ID UNEMPLOYED. 


Movcmenta in Aid of the Indu'trions and Un- 
employed P oor-F ain , Mass Meetings and 


Colls for A id-H ard lim es and No Work. 


The movement m aid of the working classes and 


1 the poor is a t present assuming somewhat formid- 
anie propon ions in this city, and strong efforts 
will,, undoubtedly, be needed to enable them to 
comfortably pass the perils and privations of a 
w inter which promises to be a very rigorous one. 
It is many years s nee the country has seen no many 
of Its workmen and workwomen idle as there are 
a t present. The financial panic, which has so re­ 
cently prostrated many of the leading capitalists 
and closed up hundreds of factories from Maine to 
Florida, has been the cause of this em barrassm ent. 
Already private m ovements of various kinds have 
been m augurated for the tem porary relief of those 
who are now utterly destitute, by the establish, 
m cnt of lodging aud soup houses, but this is uot 
exactly what is required. 
A w orkingm an wants 
work—not alms prorfercd a.s a charity t o a mendi­ 
cant. Nevertheless such efforts as tend to am e­ 
liorate the harshness of his immediate uecessltles 
arc highly commendable and will, wiihont doubt, 
be extrem ely beneficial. 
On the 24(b of November last a society known as 
the Eleventh Ward Relief Assouiatlon was lormed, 
with headquarters at No. 98 avenue C. Magtius 
Gross-was elected President; Patrick Keeuan, 
First Vice President; Patrick Moore, Second Vice 
President, and David Oslhelm, Secretary.

The rapid recovery of the country from the 
commercial crisis which came so suddenly 
upon us m the early fall, and the manner in 
which our bonks and great business houses, 
with a few exceptions, stood up sturdily before 
the storm, are gratifying evidences of the solid 
wealth and prosperity of the United States. 
Few nations in the world—not even Eugland, 
with all her wealth—could baVe passed through 
a similar ordeal with such comparatively 
trifling damage. 
There was a heavy dooUne 
in certain values, it is true; but this was due 
in a great measure to the fact that specula­ 
tion had been too recklessly indulged in 
without 
sufficient 
caj>ital 
to 
back 
it, 
and 
that 
our 
railrood enterprises had 
overrun 
the 
demands 
of 
traffic. 
In 
a couutrj’ like the United States the latter 
evil can only be of fcemporary duration; tor 
our large immigration develops our resoui-ces 
with marvellous rapiiUty and adds, year after 
year, to the demand for railroad facilities. 
The better class of securities did not, after 
all, suffer so great a depression as might have 
been cxpecteii 
Indeed, it is possible that 
stocks generally would not have fallen nearly 
so low but for the stop}>ag6 of the Union 
Trust Company, which at once created a 
panic. 
The failures were mainly confined to 
tho.se buchu houses, which found their rank 
growth in the corruptions of the war; and it 
is noticeable that in nearly every instance of 
bankruptcy outside such concerns the causes 
were traced, not to on impoverished condition 
of the country, not to poverty among the 
}>eople, not to unusual depression of traile, 
but to reckless, incompetent or dishonest 
management. 
Still, the commercial crisis was severe while 
it lasted, and, as we have said, the little dam­ 
age it has left behind and the speedy restora­ 
tion of business activity are so many proofs of 
our national wealth and strength, which will 
be regarded by foreigners with almost as great 
astonishment as was excited by our rapid re­ 
cuperation after the civil war. 
So far as our 
own people are eoncerned, the lesson of the 
crisis has been useful, and its value to the 
country is likely to more than compensate for 
the injury inflicted on individuals. 
It has 
taught us greater prudence both in the man­ 
agement of business and in our style of living, 
the benefit of which already makes itself appar­ 
ent 
Accordin g to the statement just published 
by the Bureau of Statistics regarding our 
cohamerce and navigation it appears that for 
the seven months from January 1 to July 31 
the importations in the present year were 
$19,597,175 less than for the corresponding 
period of 1872. 
The figures are, imports, 
1872, $412,804,841, and 1873, $393,267,606. 
At the same time the exports were much 
greater-that is, for 1872, $322,950,157, and 
for 1873, $361,944,255, or a difference in 
favor of 1873 of $38,988,098. 
Taking, then, 
the reduced imports and increased exports 
together, the auspicious state of trade was in 
our favor to the amount of $58,585,273 in 
the first seven months of 1873 over the cor­ 
responding period of 1872. 
But that is not 
alL 
We exported less specie and bullion 
in 1873 
by 
$26,490,212. 
The 
amount 
wa.s 
in 
1872, 
$66.121,088, 
and 
in 
1873, 
$39,030,870. 
Since July last our 
situation has been improving. 
The im­ 
ports have been comparatively small and the 
exports large, and we have actually imported 
specie to the amount of ten or twelve millions 
of dollars over the exports. 
We are really 
in much better condition now as regards 
our foreign trade than we were in July. 
The 
stock of foreign commodities on hand last 
July was only $77,715,515, against $112,896,091 
at the same period in 1872. 
We are, in feet, 
beginning to understand the wisdom of de­ 
pending upon ourselves, and to learn that, 
with very little prudence on onr part, the 
balance of trade may be always in our favor. 
It must inevitably be so at a not distant future 
day, in view of the settlement of our Western 
acres by the inpouring emigrants from the 
Old World, the vast increase of produce, the 
improved facilities for transportation, the 
revival of our shipping interests and the de­ 
velopment of our mineral resources. 
But we 
can hasten the time if we will moderate our 
wants, be contented with less luxurious living, 
leave our splendid internal improvements to 
grow up into remunerativeness, and patiently 
await our customers from less favored lands, 
who must perforce come to us for the necessa­ 
ries of life and commerce. 
With wealth and prosperity at our doors, 
and with prospects before us more brilliant 
than the most hopeful would venture to pre­ 
dict, it is wise on the part of our government 
to preserve peace with foreign nations if it 
can be done consistently with our own inter­ 
ests and honor. 
The reaction from the com­ 
mercial crisis has set in, values are rising rap­ 
idly, and business is experiencing a revival 
which should be fostered rather than checked. 
Through the paths of peace, beyond doubt, 
lies our true road to that commercial supremacy 
which we must eventually hold over all the 
nations of the earth. 
This is no empty boost, 
for with the onward stride of civilization and 
the settlehaent of the whole country between 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, we are des­ 
tined to become one day 
the centre of 
the world’s commerce. 
But while we prefer 
peace there is no reason why we should dread 
a war forced upon us in vindication of our 
national honor and in defence of the rights, 
the property and the lives of our citizens. 
There are some conscientious and worthy 
people who are opposed to war under any and 
all circumstances. 
They regard war as a 
deadly sin, which no outrage can justify. 
They would approach the bravos of the Casino 
Español as if they were mild-mannered gen­ 
tlemen who never cut a throat, and endeavor 
to persuade them against their brutal crimes 
by good Christian arguments. 
The prospect 
is that they would be shot or stillettoed for 
their pains; but, according to their humane 
doctrine, the loss of a single life or of a hun­ 
dred lives does not warrant the sacrifice of 
thousands. These philanthropist* forget that 
there 
is 
something of the 
savage stiU 
in 
civUized 
man, 
and 
th it 
nations 
have 
unpleasant 
duties 
imposed 
upon 
them 
which, 
in 
self-protection, 
they 
must sometimes perform. 
One of those is to 
maintain their rights and uphold their honor, 
even at the cost of war, when either may bo 
unjustly assailed. 
A government must pro­ 
tect the lives and property of its citizens or 
cease to exist. 
Especially is this duty iu- 


a oooD trv liko the United 


States, whose citizens are of different nation­ 
alities, and ita neglect would destroy the Be- 
publio. 
Nothing ever gave os more character 
08 a nation in the eyes of foreign peoples than 
the firmuosH with which we brought the 
Martin Kosta case to a sueocssful termination. 
While every sane man will admit war to be a 
calamity under any circamstanoee. no one 
outside the tender-hearted class to which we 
have alluded will deny that there are evils 
more deplorable than war. 
If we suffer the 
world to see that we are careless of our ua- 
tional honor or unable to uphold it—that wo 
neglect or fear to afford full protection to our 
citizens, wc shall entail upon oursolves calam­ 
ities and sacrifices greater than any war can 
inflict. 
Some persons, however, affect to believe 
that we are not in a condition to go to war. 
No nation ought to he until war is forced upon 
it without its own seeking. The apprehension 
of our unreadiness is probably expressed 
rather with a desire to protect Bpnin than to 
protect the United States. 
If these doubters 
mean that we have not got a fleet of irou-cluds 
in our harbors ready to sail or an army of a 
hundred thousand men in camp ready to 
move they are probably correct; 
but if they 
imply that we have not the wealth, resources 
aud power to carry on a war of far greater 
proi»ortiou8 than a war with Spain they under­ 
rate the condition of the nation. 
Our country 
is richer to-day than 
ever before in its 
history; 
our 
national 
credit 
is 
ex­ 
cellent 
and 
our 
resources 
in 
men 
and 
material 
are 
almost 
unlimited. 
The 
ultimate 
advantages 
of 
a 
war 
which could only terminate in the annexation 
or independence of Cuba, according to the 
wishes of its people, would more than com­ 
pensate for all the sacrifloes it would entail. 
The upward rise of our securities would 
scarcely be checked for a moment by such a 
war, and its immediate effect would be on in­ 
creased activity in all branches of trade and 
an increased circulation of money among all 
classes. 
The expenditures on our navy and 
the efficiency that would necessarily be brought 
into that arm of the service would in the end 
be a national benefit we have long needed. 
The reunion of the brave soldiers of the Union 
and Confederate armies under the old flag 
would bind the States more closely together 
than they have been bound since the war 
of 1812. 
We do not use these arguments in 
advocacy of war, for we earnestly desire 
peace. 
But it must be pea'ce with the Cuban 
question definitely and satisfactorily settled; 
l)eace with the Virginius outrage fully atoned; 
peace with the savage rule of the past five 
years in Cuba swept away, as a plague spot on 
the Christian world; peace with freedom and 
stable government established in the island at 
our threshold, or with independence for its 
people under the protection of the American 
Republic. We only desire to impress upon our 
citizens the feet that if we cannot obtain such 
an honorable and permanent peace there is 
no cause to dread an appeal to the sword, with 
justice and humanity on our side, or to doubt 
our ability to prosecute such a war vigorously, 
successfully and without embarrassment to

An 
Irascible Coroner 
and 
an Obe­ 
dient J u r y . 
A curious scene occurred yesterday at a 
coroner's examination into the causes that 
led to the death of a child. 
It appears that 
while the physician in attendance was apply­ 
ing caustic to the throat of the child, who was 
afflicted with malignant sore throat, a small 
piece of the caustic fell into the child’s 
stomach. 
It was testified to that the caustic 
did not necessarily cause the death of the 
child. 
The Coroner, at great length, charged 
the jury, who, after a few minutes’ delibera­ 
tion, rendered a verdict 
exonerating 
the 
physician. 
This did not suit the Coroner, 
who, alter another long charge, sent the jury 
out a second time, and a second time they 
promptly returned a verdict similar to their 
first Here, it seems, the Coroner lost temper, 
and after a third charge, delivered in an ex­ 
cited manner, the 
jury again 
went out 
and soon 
after 
returned with a verdict 
agreeable to the Coroner’s views, and impli­ 
cating the physician in the child’s death. 
We 
repeat this is a curious case. 
Either the 
Coroner’s jury were twice right and once wrong 
or twice wrong and once right. 
The weight 
of the testimony went to show that they were 
right in the two first instances, and that it 
was only by the overbearing conduct of the 
Coroner—who, it is alleged, has some per­ 
sonal feeling in the premises—that they were 
induced to yield their former convictions aud 
render a verdict in obedience to the per­ 
emptory demands of the Coroner. 
When 
private business jealousies and animosities are 
permitted to interfere in matters of this kind— 
literally matters of life and death—it is time 
the community selected better material from 
which to manufectnre coroners, and that men 
of more stamina and self-reliance should be 
found to serve upon coroners’ juries.

The Spanish slave-owners have a right to hire 
their agents in the press, as cl.sewhore, and 
when their Hessians write up the Spanish 
lawyer’s brief it maybe judged that the slave- 
owuers have very prudtmtly rewilvcd to avoid 
the sword as much as they can.

There was quite a lively discussion in the 
House yesterday morning on a bill from the 
Ways and Means Committee providing for the 
redemption of the loan of 1858 (twenty mill­ 
ions), that for the purpose of redeeming those 
l>onds the government adopts the method of 
pajnng all the coupons aud registered bonds 
of said loan on the 1st of January, 1874, at 
which date the inb'rest thereon shall cease. 
'I’he bill further provides for an issue of five 
per cent bonds in exchange for the '58 bonds 
as the holders may desire. 
Mr. Kelly offered 
a suhstitute for the bill providing to pay off 
this loan in cash (greenbocks) and thus save 
the interest. 
Upon this proposition the great 
gnu of the Pennsylvania protectionists wa.s 
stoutly opiHised by Messrs. Dawos, Wood, 
Beck aud Crarfitdd, and the bill of the com­ 
mittee, providing for the redemption of the 
bonds of ’58 in coin January, 1874, was passed. 
The debate indicated a strong o])positiou to 
increased taxations, and a desire to avoid ac­ 
cordingly increased expenditures, which is a 
good sign. 
The altemoon sitting was devoted 
by the House to the discussion of the bill for 
the repeal of the notorious increased salary and 
back pay act, with some amusing personali­ 
ties to murk the last stages of this disgraceful 
grab. 
In the Senate, Mr. Morrill, of Vermont, in­ 
troduced a bill to provide for the resumption 
of specie payments and for free banking, and 
Mr. Buckingham called up his bill to provide 
for free banking, to secure an elastic currency, 
to appreciate the national obligations and to 
reach specie payments without commercial 
embarrassment. 
Mr. Buckingham, we fear, 
promises too much. 
Mr. Johnston, of Vir­ 
ginia, submitted a bill authorizing the Wash­ 
ington aud St. Louis Railroad Gompony to 
extend its road to the District of Columbia 
and to extend its line through the several 
States to Illinois. 
Mr. Alcorn brought for­ 
ward a bill providing for the construction .of 
levees on the Mississippi, aud no doubt there 
is an immense amount of money in this pro­ 
ject 
Mr. Ingalls, of Kansas, introduced a 
bill providing for arming and equipping 
the whole militia force ot the United States—a 
grand idea for a new Senator, but hardly ne­ 
cessary unless he counts upon the invasion of 
the United States by a million of Spaniards 
and a general outbreak among the Indians at 
the same time. 
Vice President Wilson gave notice that from 
to-morrow he would be absent for several weeks, 
and that it would, therefore, be necessary for 
the Senate to elect a President pro tenu 
It is 
understood that Mr. Wilson goes to Florida 
for his health, and that he may be absent till 
the roughest portion of the winter is over. 
The dominant party of the Senate yesterday 
agreed in caucms upon the nomination of Mr. 
Carpenter as President pro tern. 
It appears 
that the standing committees, as organized 
last March, will not be materially changed. 


The 
Bazalne 
Trial —The 
End 
Ap­ 
proaching. 
According to the news which we publish 
this morning from France it is probable that 
the trial of Field Marshal Bazaino, which was 
commenced on the 6th of October, will be con­ 
cluded and judgment pronounced to-day. 
No 
military trial in many years has been so pro­ 
tracted or commanded so much general in­ 
terest 
Until the result of the trial bo known 
interest will be intensified and expectation 
will stand on tiptoe. 
In view of all the facts 
which have come to light during the trial, and 
in view, also, of the peculiar political condi­ 
tion in which France at the present moment 
finds herself, it is exceedingly difficult to say 
what will be the fete of Bazaine. 
That his 
inaction at Metz precipitated and made certain 
the downfall of Paris is not for a moment to 
be doubted. That he was more anxious for the 
welfare of the Bonaparte dynasty than for the 
welfare of France has, we think, been proved. 
His great error was that he would not see or 
recognize a France which was not ruled by 
the house of Bonaparte. 
It was most natural 
that the French people should be angry with 
him. But public sentiment has greatly cooled 
down since the Marshal was made a prisoner; 
it has cooled down not a little since the trial 
began, and particularly since the collapse of 
the grand restoration scheme of the mon­ 
archists. 
There are some men in the French 
army who, no doubt, could see him die ; but 
we cannot think the number is great, and we 
are not satisfied that this bitter spirit of re­ 
venge prevails to any very large extent among 
the people generally. 
It is not impossible 
that the Marshal’s sentence may be the severest 
which the law prescribes—degradation and 
death. 
Degraded he certainly will be ; but it 
IS not our opinion that the death sentence, if 
pronounced, will be carried out 
At the very 
last President MacMahon will have something 
to say ; and we can hardly think it possible, 
much as he individually suffered from Ba­ 
zaino’s conduct at Metz, that the President 
will yield the weight of bis great iuflucnce in 
favor of the execution of a former companion 
in arms. 
Still, if France wills it MacMahon 
will not shrink from th« discharge of his duty, 
however painful it may be. 
A few hours more 
and we shall know the result

The Cabinet to-day was not in session more than 
an hour. All the members were present, except­ 
ing the Secretary of War. No new features were 
presented concerning our relations with Spain. 
To-night It Is said on high authority that every­ 
thing is believed to be in a lair way of accommo­ 
dation.

Spain. 
The friends of General Sickles say that he will, 
on bis return to Washington, formaUy tender bis 
resignation as Minister to Madrid. 
Senator C arpenter To Be President of 
ttae Senate Pro Tern.—C handler’s De­ 
fence o f H im In the Caucus—An Even­ 
ing “ G lorification.” 
Vice President Wilson to-day announced to the 
Senate that it was his Intention to leave Washing­ 
ton to-morrow, and he would be absent some time 
on account of his health. Tho Senate would, there­ 
fore, provide lor a Prcsidcutpro tern. After au uu- 
imponant session, lasting less than an hour, the 
republican members assembled In caucus in the 
Senate parlors, leaving Senator Carpenter In pos­ 
session of the senate chamber. 
The “injured lunocenco” Irom Wisconsin combed 
his shaggy locks with his lelt hand, while, with lus 
right, he drove a qulIl over letter paper at the rate 
of 20 words a minute. The solitary guardian of the 
Senate amused hlmselfin this manner until half-past 
two o’clock, when tho unknown and sUcnt Senator 
from Florida, who answers to the name of GUbort, 
rushed into the Chamber, breathlessly approached 
Mr. Carpenter, fell upon his neck and gave him the 
kiss of peace. What he said could not be heard 
in the gallery; but Matthew smiled benlgnantly, 
and a few minutes after they both smiled In 
another manner. 
In the cancus it appears Senator Anthony, a son 
of Joseph, presided, and Senator Conkling nomi­ 
nated lor President pro tern, ot the Senate Senator 
Carpenter, of WUconsln. 
This was the signal 
for action. Zach Chandler, who Is a political 
neighbor of Mr. Carpenter, arose and had a 
good deal to say about Webster, Clay, Johnson and 
other eminent statesmen who lived In Washington 
before the Board of Works was known. Mr. Carpen­ 
ter had been abused by the newspapers and mean 
things had been printed about him. For that 
reason he knew that all that was alleged was false- 
The only way for a man to get distinction now a 
days was to be abased, and he only wished he could 
get some first class paper, with a big circula­ 
tion, to abase him every day. He seconded Mr. 
Conkling’s motion and hoped Mr. Carpenter would 
bo confirmed without a dissenting vote. What Mr. 
Carpenter did was no one’s business, and is did not 
become dignified Senators to take notice of attacks 
on a man’s character. He knew shameful stories 
were told about former presidents and vice presi­ 
dents, but no one thought less of them in dis­ 
charging their official duties. There was a great 
difference, he Insisted, in what a man did as a citi­ 
zen and as a Senator. .Senator Howe, of Wiscon­ 
sin, defended his colleague and had satisfied him. 
self the allegations against Senator Carpenter were 
not to be believed. 
A canvass of the cancns discovered the fact that 
the members were divided into two classes—those 
who believed Mr. Oarpenter was Innocent and those 
who did not care whether he was or not. So, with­ 
out even the formality of a ballot. Senator Carpen' 
ter was chosen to preside over the Senate wnile 
Vtoe President Wilson is absent. This was the 
reason why Senator Gilbert, who is a warm friend 
of Matthew, made baste to tell him he had been ac­ 
quitted by a Jury of his countrymen from tho 
charges made against him. 
To-mghi the disttngulalied Senator gave a grand 
set-out lo his friends. The wines not used at the 
Governor's banquet last night were provided, and 
everything was harmoniously happy. 
The Senator from wisconsln-that Is. the other 
Senator, not Mr. Howe-told a story about the plea 
of a lawyer In behalf of a man accused of stealing a 
horse, which was so cloqnent that the Jury acquit­ 
ted the prisoner without leaving the box. After 
the trtnmph the counsel went to the man and asked 
him If ha did steal the horse, and tho answer was, 
“Well, before I heard you talk I thought I was 
guilty; but since I heard yonr reasons why I conid 
not be gnilty I am qnlto sure I didn't steal that 
horse.” 1 suppose that was the way with my 
friends after listening to Mr. Chandler’s argument. 
1 tell you there Is nothing like eloqnence, especially 
If a man Is poor and bis constlroenu find lami 
with him on account of his back pay grab. 
The Seaatc C haplala Cheated. 
Having dlspo.scd of Carpenter, Senators to-day 
reminded the Vice President that Chaplain Sunder­ 
land’s prayers were altogether too long for the 
exigencies of the oscasion. Some of the Senators 
arc in tho habit of standing during prayer, but, 
with the exception of senators Chandler and Sum­ 
ner, none were able to stand it ont. The chaplain 
was reminded by tne Vice President that ho would 
grow popular In proportion to the brevity of his 
mvocai ions and bo would please the senate if he 
would talk a little faster. 
brerciMry Robeson Before the Conimlttee 
on Approprlntinns. 
The Scercfary of the Navy was for several hours 
lieiore tho Committee on Appropriailons to-day, 
explaining fully the needs of the navy and Its gen­ 
eral condition as to efflclenry. He was Interrogated 
regarding the question now pending between the

The House to-day was as lively as a cricket, and 
it was amusing to see how many members there 
were who desired to show that they never be­ 
lieved in back pay or tucreased salary. Gh, no! 
.Some of them even wont so far as to endeavor 
to reduce the pay to below what was allowed 
by the old bUl. In ftmt. the House was 
in a very virtuous mood, and if time bad allowed 
for every member to speak 2o minutes the result 
would have been that the country would soon 
have on Its statute hooks a salary bill tüat would 
put to shame tho.sc eminent meu who, In days 
gone by. voted for back pay and took the cakh 
without tronbling themselves or being troubled by 
their oonstituents. 
Atter the morning hour Mr. Hale’s bill came np 
for consideration. Mr. Cox got the floor and gave 
the House, looking all about him, to understand 
That he intended to dance npon Mr. Negley, of 
Peunsyvanla, for lustuoaUng that he, Mr. Cox, took 
all summer to return his back pay. Sunset not 
only quoted from the Globe to show that ho re­ 
turned his share of the “grab” last AprlL 
but had a ulcely bound volume of the Hkrald 
brought in in order that he might read an extract 
from a letter which would clinch the matter. He 
went for Mr. Neglev, of Pennsylvania, In the most 
approved style, and compared himself to a dew- 
drop on a rose, which comparison the House rel­ 
ished very much. After working himself np to a 
fever heat, Mr. Cox conclnded that be had disposed 
of Mr. Negley and sot himself right before his cou- 
stltnents. 
Judge Lawrence, of Ohio, was the next member 
who endeavored to show that he never approved 
of back pay or increased pay. He was highly In­ 
dignant to think that the Forty-second Con­ 
gress should have Increased their salarlos and 
made the Increase retroaoUvo. Ho hastened 
at once 
to 
put 
bis 
back 
Into 
tne 
Treasury. His speech was a studied effort. 
He ««at back to the days of the Greeks and Romans 
to prove that he didn’t believe in snch actions. 
But Mr. WUson, of Indiana, who took a hand in the 
Crédlt MobUler Investigation last year, thought he 
would put a conundrum to Mr. Lawrence, and so 
ho Inquired of that gentleman whether he did not 
tace increased pay and back pay in 1866? What 
could the Judge sar to that 1 He acknowledged 
that he did take what the Honse voted tbat year, 
and, or course, the Honse of this year laughed at 
him for hlB admission. “And was it not as bad to 
take the back pay In 1866 as it was in 1873,” asked 
Mr. WUbon f “No,” said the Judge, “because the 
amount was not so great at that time.” “Then,” 
said Mr. Dawes, of Massachusetts, “will tho gentle­ 
man from Ohio tell us what ho considers to be a 
proper amount of back pay which a member can 
honestly take r” The Judge was obliged to give It 
np, and conclnded bis remarks withont aUowlng 
any further interruptions. 
Mr. Kendall, of Nevada, followed Mr. Lawrence, 
and said that he considered tbat popular clamor 
had more to do with the talk about the salary 
grab than genuine public sentiment. Ho had 
figured the thing out and could show the House 
that the present bill cost the country less than tho 
old one, so he figured up the mileage and the 
postage on ogrlcaltnral reports, allowance for 
papers, Ac., and concluded that the House had 
better let the present law alone, as it was more 
economical than tho one repealed last year. 
Negley had evidently been browsing around while 
the last two gentlemen were talking, for he caught 
the Speaker’s eye as soon as Mr. Kendall sat down, 
and proceeded to show that the dew U)>on 
Sunset’s rose 
was 
not so fresh as it 
might be. He had overhauled the books 
and found that Mr. Cox had been drawing 
some $8,000 for some 80 odd days’ service, but Sun­ 
set told Mr. Negley that ho evidently had not read 
the law of 1859, whatever that might be, but Mr. 
Negley thought he had, and so “you did” and “you 
didn’t,” continued for a few moments to the sat- 
iafaction of tho members, but withont throwing 
any light on how either of the two gentlemen stood 
on Mr. Halo’s bill. 
Mr. WiLson, of Indiana, had prepared an clabo- 
rate review of the matter as he understood It, He 
favored a return to the old order of things, and. In 
the coarse of bis remarks paid a passing compli­ 
ment to Mr. Lawrence, which left that gentleman 
m a worse plight than ever. 
In vain 
did the Judge endeavor to extricate himself 
bat all to no purpose. The Honse laughed at him 
every time be opened his mouth. Mr. Townsend, 
of Pennsylvania, tried to soothe the troubled 
waters, and refused to give way to the nnfortnnate 
gentleman from Ohio; but what Mr. Townsend said 
did not straignten up matters a bit. He merely 
placed himself on record as being one of the mem­ 
bers who was sorry he took the back pay. 
It was reserved for Mr. Lamlson, of Ohio, to 
strike the sledgehammer blow of the afternoon. 
This gentleman, although a member of the Forty- 
second Congress, never made a speech, and bis 
presence was almost unknown; but he has con­ 
vinced the House that tne Fifth distilct ol Ohio 
has a democratic representative who is not only 
able to take care of himself, bat also ready 
and willing to hold on to bis back pay and vote for 
more if he have the chance. Mr. lAmison Is a 
large, flnc-looklng gentleman, with a powerful 
voice and rapid thougU distinct delivery. Be 
quickly warms up to hts subject and strikes out 
forcibly to the end. If he do not make of himself 
“a single speech Hamilton” the country may expect 
to hear from him again before the close of the pres­ 
ent session. Mr. Lamlson said be not only voted 
lor the back pay, but took It. He told Lts constitu­ 
ents what he bad done, and they re-eiected him. 
He did not know what other members 
considered thetr services here worth, 
ills 
were worth $7,600, not only in Congress, 
but at home. Ho denounced the demagognory 
of the members as shown In the debate of to-day, 
and said that he was surprised to find so many 
self-convloted thieves. He did not consider him­ 
self one. He voted for the Salary bill In good faith, 
took the money, and should take it again if 
the opportnnlty offered. He lannched a small 
volley at Mr. Cox, but saved his heavy 
ammunition 
for 
Mr. Lawrence. He told 
the latter gentleman that after his record 
of this afternoon If he went back to hts constitu­ 
ents be need never expect to be allowed to make 
another speech In congress. Every one supposed 
that Mr. Lawrence bad been completely crushed 
by this time; but it seems tbat Mr. Lamlson bad 
the crowning blow In reserve. The gentleman from 
Ohio, he said, has told us a good deal about the 
Greeks and Romans; and now, that we are on the 
snbjectof the Greeks and Romans, let mo say that 
the world of to-day would give a great deal to see 
the faces of those men. It would thrill us to see 
the lineaments of old Homer, with whoso Intellect 
we have become so familiar. The explorers who 
have dug np the remains of Nineveh would 
give them aU for a sight of the 
faces 
of the 
men 
who 
bulit 
that 
ancient 
city; 
bat, 
fortnnately, future generations 
Will not be left in similar donbt about bow wo 
who sit here look. As long as these walla shall 
stand there wlU remain a perfect prcsentimont of 
the face 01 one member of this Congress, embalmed 
forever In this book. [Here Mr. LamMon l eld up 
a report of the Special Comnittteo on Election 
Frauds In New York, which contained an engrav­ 
ing of tho Ukenessof Mr. i-awrcnce.] Mr. Lawrence 
was chairman of that conuiuUee, though out of 
What appropriation it wa» paid for 1 do not know. 
Here It u. 
The House roared, tho gallecies applauded and 
Mr. Blaine’s gavel came tnundcring down, but all 
to no avail. The gentleman irom Ohio was 
squelched, and “single speeoh Lamlson,” tho hero 
of the hour, took his seat amid the wildest scene 
of tho present session. 
Mr. Starkweather, of Connecticut, arose and 
said that he thought that while the wages of work­ 
ingmen were being rcfinoed JO i>er cent. Congress, 
men ought not to increase theirs 60 per cent. 
That’s about all he had to say. The next gentle­ 
man who entered the arena was Mr. Lynch, of 
1 MiSriuialDUU Who oifered aa aiaeadiBMtt which 


the wise ones say Ben Butler had a hand In 
making. 
It provides for $6,000 and actual 
travelling expenses, but no postage, Ao. Mr. 
Lynch made a very sensible speech. He thonght 
that the bonthem people did not object to In­ 
creased pay, bat back pay. He hoped bis amend­ 
ment would be adopted and then the members of 
all sections could shake bands across the “bloody 
chasm.” 
The House was now getting weary. It had had 
a surfeit of back pay. and when Mr. O’Brien, of 
Maryland, arose to give bis views upon the subject, 
tuere was much uneasiness manPested. The only 
noteworthy thing which he said was that the old 
salary was enough. It was not Intended 
tbat members should bring Ihelr wives, their 
daughters or 
their nieces to tho 
capital 
to be sui>ported. He got along very well without 
hlB, and he thought other members might do 
without theirs. This astonishing sentiment did not 
seem to shock the House, because, as one gentle­ 
man suggesteiL they knew how It was themselvc-s. 
A motion to adjourn was now made and carried, 
and 
thus ended the first day’s discus­ 
sion of the 
salary grab. 
It wag a very 
exciting session at times, and Indicated a more 
conservative feeUng upon the snhjeci than was 
snpposed to exist. It is yet too early to judge how 
the House will rote upon tne measure; but the 
vlrtnous eleventh hour men will not find the re­ 
peal as plain sailing as they anticipated.

The Senate Committee on Finance and the Honse 
Committee on Banking ana Currency each had a 
meeting tnis morning, but neither took any action, 
the seasloms being devoted to a preliminary inter­ 
change of general views on the part of various 
members.

The Secretary of the Treasnry to-day sent to the 
Senate a reply to a former resolution of tbat body 
conoernmg the LoaisrtUe and Portland Canal. As 
the ease now standa the Board of Directors are 
authorized by the Legislature of Kentucky and 
stand ready to transfer the work and all Its rights, 
titles, franchises, Ac., to the United States upon 
payment by the latter ol about $1,250,000 for bonds, 
stocks and current debts. The Secretary of the

Necorttt—That the Hon. Allen G. Thnrman, of 
Ohio, be the nominee of the democratic member-» 
of the Senate lor the office of President of the 
Senate pro tern. 
Thirtt—That the action 
this caucus be made 
known to the Senate by Hon. J. W. Stevenson, of 
Kontncky, and that he nommate Senator Tnur- 
man ror the office in question. 
This action was taken by the democratic cancus 
withont any knowledge of who would be the nomi­ 
nee of the republican caucus, and without reler- 
cuce to any Individual, 
The N ntlonnl Convention of Colored 
Citizens. 
The National Convention of Colored Citizens, 
which assembled In the Hall of the House of Dele­ 
gates to-day, comprises leading men of the race 
from all parts of the country. Two or three hun- 
dred delegates were present. The call for this 
Convention emanated from the Pennsylvania Equal 
Rights’ League, organized in 1864, and asks of Con­ 
gress a civil rights bill, “with snch penalties 
as will teach humanity to the Imbruied, 
and compel

to

hold on the poor and still, forever, the assumptions 
based alone on color.” The Pnlladelphia platform 
and that portion of the President’s Inaugural 
address relating to clvU rights, painted on canvas, 
were posted on the wall on either side of the piat- 
lorm. 
Hon. R. B. Elliott, of South Carolina, was selected 
as temporary chairman and a Committee on 
Credentials was appointed.

A FEOBABLE HUKDEB. 


OoaH*», N. Y., Dec. 9, 1873.^ 
A most' daring attempt at murder and burglar} 
was perpetrated last 
o’clock, at tlie residence of Mr. Uwta Wood, a far­ 
mer, living oaojmUe from this village, on the road 
to Denton. 
Mr, Wood’s family consists of himself and a 
maiden alster, one hired girl, who sleeps in the 
house, and a hired man, who lives half a mile off. 
Yesterday Mr. Wood came to Ooslien and 
had a milk check cashed, out of which 
he paid a lew bills and carried the rest of the 
money home. Abont five o’clock the hired man 
went home, accompanied by the girl, leaving the 
old folks alone. 
About half past seven 
a knock was heard 
at the door, when 
the old lady demanded who was there. 
Receiving no answer Mr. Wood got up and opened 
the door, wlieii a man pushed his way into the 
room. He was masked, a mosquito netting cover­ 
ing nis bead and face, but not sufficiently to hide 
the fart that ho was a negro. 
When asked what ho wanted he said, “I am poor 
and 
t WANT YOtni bONHT,” 
and he immediately drew a revolver and com­ 
menced firing at Mr. Wood, who was struck three 
times—once In the face, the balls coming out at 
the back ol the lelt ear, and once in the leit hand, 
breaking bis fingers. 
Miss Wood, thinking sbe recognized the man. 
exclaimed “Why, Tom Oonkilu," when he turned 
on her and shot her In the hand. She grasned a 
large dinner belL and, going up stairs, opened a 
window and gave an alarm. The man then escaped 
from the house. Assistance soon came to the 
wounded people, and they were taken care of. 
Chase was then given to the murderer, parties 
going in all directions, and he was captured this 
morning at Middlutown, eight miles distauU He 
was brought to this place and lodged In jail, to 
await the result of Mr. and Miss wood’s wounds. 
The injuries of Mr. Wood are very severe and no 
hopes aro entertained of bla recovery. Miss Wood 
will probably recover. 
Tom Conklin, the negro, for snch he proved to 
be, was abont 15 years ago employed by the 
W'oods on their farm, and was always credited 
With bemg a uute better than the generality ot his 
class, or late years he has resided in Middle town, 
and has been associated with a hard set. Mr. sad 
Miss Wood are held In the highest esteem by their 
neighbors aad are shown aU the kindness possible.

The fáot cannot be too urgently or too frequently 
prensed upon the attention of CongroBS ihat every 
attempt to enlarge the present circulation of legal

storm compared with which the recent panic was 
but a summer breeze. Even to give legitimacy to 
the Issue or the $44,000,01)0 reserve as a pai t of tho 
regular legal tender Issue Is a step fraught with 
evil, however gratifying may be the temporary re­ 
sults. The pending preparations for war afford 
Home excuse for the inroad that has been already 
made npon this amount, but true financial wisdom 
dictates the Importance of contracting the volume 
of oircDlation to the sum of $350,000,000. Tho ben- 
edt to be derived from 
THE ACTION OF CONGRESS 
Will be most largely felt when that body secures, 
first, a sonnd paper currency of equal exchange­ 
able value with gold; second, an amendment of 
the present banking system, whereby the boslness 
of banking may be thrown open to all, under such 
restrictions as sball protect the government on 
ih« one hand and the people on the other. Meas­ 
ures for the promotion of elasticity at such 
seasons of the year as It Is most required for the 
purposes of trade may properly follow In the train, 
but beyond these points the National Legislature 
cannot well go without danger to the country. 
The mere probability of mnatlon bus already be­ 
gun to work its evil, and the fact will only make 
matters worse. It Is a good motto as regards our 
legal tender circulation to “let well enongh alone.*’ 
UlTB LONDON ADVICES 
by mall indicate considerable apprehension among 
financial authorities with roferenc'b to the future 
01 the English money market. While it Is admitted 
that the pressure on the Bank of England for loans 
has diminished, and tho advances by that Institu­ 
tion has decreased at tho same time that its re- 
sonrcea have augmented, the fear is nevertheless 
expressed that through the coluine operations of 
the German government a scarcity of gold will be 
forced which wlU cause almost incessant difficulty 
in transacting the financial business of the world. 
Hence, that credit will be strained in consequence. 
For the present Germany is not buying gold In the 
English market, and tno reason given lor the sus­ 
pension of parchases is, that had the authorities at 
Berlin drawn even £ 1,000,000, as they had the 
means to do, the act would have resulted in panic, 
foUowed by 
A RECOIL ÜPON OERMANT. 
In a measure this demand was checked by the high 
rate of interest then charged, but wben It is re­ 
membered that the coinage operations ol Germany 
were only temporarily checked for precautionary 
purposes, u is easy to lorcsee that England will, 
sooner or later, again be called upon to yield to the 
importations of gold by the German government. 
As a high rate of Interest attracted an Influx of 
gold, so will a low rate of interest prevent an 
inllax and tend to reproduce some of the condl- 
lions of the past. Complaint is made that, not­ 
withstanding a diminution m the actual ctreula- 
tion, the banking reserve Is not sufficient to satisfy 
the public confidence, inasmuch as largo demands 
are liable to come suddeuly npon the Bank and 
again create stringency. Nor is It likely that a 
proper reserve, say £ li, 000,000 or £13,000.000 as a 
minimum, can be maintained In the face of cheap 
money, the possibility of a foreign demand which 
anch cheap money wonld invite, and the lower 
rates which prevail In the outer market.

It remains 
to be seen how long this programme will be con- 
Unued, and at what date the active coinage of tho 
standard 20-mark pieces, which Is, after all, the 
essential part of the new money system, will be 
resumed.
